PARIS, March 5.—The criminal branch of the Court of Cassation today 


granted the appeal of Alfred Dreyfus for a revision of his trial at Rennes. 


The court held that n sufficient showing ha<l been made'to warrant a re- 


opening of the case and ordered a supplMnentciry investigation, for the pur- 
pose of establishing all the douhtful points which have been the basis for the 
present application to reopen the case. 


The decision is another marked success for Dreyfus, although it Is not yst 


final, owing to the extended supplementary investigation which must 
follow 


the court's decision.

thousand lashes, their neighir.s ana 
frantic efforts 
to release themselves, 


rose* high above the roar and din of the 
conflagration, but there was no human 
ponver which could save them from hor- 
rible death. 


The cries of the animals hemtned In 


on all sides by shpets of flame trebeled 
the efforts of the firemen. 


It was impossible to reach the horses 


on the second floor, to cut them loose 
from the haJters which held them pris- 
oners, end the result -was that thoy died 
a terrible death In their tracks. 


Those tvho heard the squoallnp of the 


prior dumb animals as they were tor- 
tured by the consuming 
flames 
will 


never forget it. 
Among the animals 


were the finest thoroughbreds in 
the 


city. The driving horses of the phy- 
elclans. merchants, dentists and others 
•were quartered in the barn and were 
the helpless victims of the fire's fury. 


ONE V/ISE HORSE. 


Among the forty-eight ^beasts which 


were burned to death there was just one 
which nearly mada his escape, but even 
his effort proved unavailing. 
The ani- 


mal must have broken loose from his 
halter. 
He started down the run-way 


leading from the second Btory, where 
all of the horses were stahled, nnd got 
half way down. To the frightened ani- 
inal every avenue of c.scapo from the 
roaring flames behind him appeared cut 
off. 
The stable door through -which he 


had often passed was blocked with fire- 
men and their apparatus. The voices of 
many men were directed toward tlie horse 
3n 'an attempt to have him escape by the 
door. 


Th« animal's 
reason 
was not preat 


enough to comprehend the meaning of 
the caJls directed to him. He hesitated 
Just a moment too long, and th<> suffo- 
cating smoke which was pourln? forth 
In volumes filled his lungs and hr fell to 
the floor insensible.' 


The reason that the horses' case was 


EO hopeless was that the fire started 
Immediately beneath them in th-3 wash 
room. 
The moment 
that 
the flames 


gained any headway the horses were the 
first to feel the florce heat. 
Had the 


flra started In another portion of the 
barn it might have been possible to cut 
the animals loose and to have driven 
them out of danger. 


MANNING'S DEATH. 


Dennis Manning, the hostler who met 


his death In the flames, was j>robabls' 
suffocated. 
Both he and Sullivan, the 


hostler, who made his escape by Jump- 
ing from the second story, were asleep 
In the northwest wing of ihe stable, far- 
•thest removed from the flre. 


Sullivan, after trying to escape by the 


floors leadlr.t: out of the M.rn. returned 


to within a few feet, of where he had 
been sleeping and lifted up a trap door 
find dropped through. 
Evidently Man- 


ning could r.ot follow him. 
The dead 


man was found lying face downward 
with his hands protecting his face. He 
was not more than ten feet from where 
he had been sleeping. He was only par- 
tially clad, indicating that the time he 
had to save himself was limited ir.deed. 
He was a well known character about 
town, having worked for nearly every 
liveryman in town. 
Ha was well liked 


:md was a good workman. He was about 
CO years of age. 


SULLIVAN'S ESCAPE. 


Edward Sullivan, the hostler, who bare- 


ly escaped the fate of Manning, owes his 
life to the fact that he possessed great 
presence of mind. Vi~t\cn he was awak- 
ened out of his slumber by the roaring 
.-ind the crackling of the flames, tho en- 
tire building was dense with smoke. 


The straw and hay gavo forth much 


more of the choking fumos than would 
,--. fi'.mtlar amount of wood. This made 
.•scape hard. 
Sullivan 
first 
tried the 


doors, but was driven beck by the flames, 
-.vhich scorched his face and hands. 
He 


returned to the room In which he had 
\.een sleeping and tried to escape by the 
window. This proved impracticable, and 
:vs a last resort he raised the trap door 
through which hay was raised to the lift, 
und dropped to the floor beneath. 
He 


i.vns helped 'from the building by the 
Hremcn. He was taken to the Receiving 
'Inspital. 


W. Joseph, a bartender, helped 
to 


;arry him out of the building. 


HOTEL GUESTS FRIGHTENED.

FIGHTING THE FLAMES,

ing before the flre was entirely subdued. 
The four brick walls of the stable stood

aine and other structures virtually ad- 
joined the barn and bad It not been for 
the brick walls the conflagration would 
not have stopped short of consuming the 
entire block.

Only the strictest attention to nil 


expenditures enables us to carry on 
the work -with no other income than 
thc'JS a year membership dues, $1 
earh for consignor's fees and the 10 
per cent deducted from the sales. 
It was with great regret thnt we 


learned that .the building which \ve hnd 
occupied for the last four years had 
be-m cold as It seemed to be so well 
adapted to our neeCs both as to loca- 
tion and accommodation. 
We all re- 


alized that It would be a long time 
.before we could secure as sunny a. store 
of the same size at any price. 
When 


thi> present store was offered to us the 
outlook was 
rather 
blue—but some 


plt'Ce *we must have and this wjjs the 
most available. We erected a corru- 
gated Iron kitchen in Hip rear of the 
building and In less than two weeks 
wt re Informed that the adjoining store 
micr'nt be obtained. 


The opening of the new lunch room 


on March 1 will be a matter of next 
ycir's report. 


An arch has been cut between the 


two stores and when fully equipped 
th'- new store and the lunch room will 
present a very inviting appearance. 


We shall be able to serve more cus- 


tomers than in our former location.

We would like to cover both stores 


with linoleum as the flooring Is very 
oli! and full of splinters but for the 
present must be contented with a good 
co a of paint unless some philanthrop- 
ic f-Iend sees fit to assist iis to that 
extent.

The treasurer's report will show a 


balance on hand which I regret will be. 
gr-Titly lessened when our repairs are 
completed. 


The expenses of moving and making 


so many changes has already made a 
sa 1 inroad on our bank account which 
we fondly hoped would one day reach 
proportions to justify us In calling it 
a building fund—but as It has been an 
emergency fund also, we should feel 


thankful -that we have been able to 
rnake. thestf changes without incurring 
a debt.

monoy to meet the bills.
